Seattle, Wash., Sept. 26.—A_ dis- 
patch to the Post Intelligencer from 
Valdez. says: ‘‘Forces of the Gug- 
genheim railroad, the Copper River 
and Northwestern, shot and wounded 
six surveyors and workmen employed 
by the Alaska, Nome railway, in Kri- 
stone canyon, fifteen miles from Val 
dez, yesterday. ‘The party was mait- 
ing a preliminary survey for’ the 
Nome railroad, which a planned from 
Valdez to the summit.” They had ad- 
vanced about one hundred yards up 
the canyon when they were surprised 
by an ambush of the.

Campbelltown, N. B., Sept. 26.— 
From Bonaventure comes a_ tale of 
epuclty that would seem increditable 
but for the testimony of eye wit- 
nesses. The victim is a young Ger- 
man and his oppressors were, it is 


alleged, Capt. K. S. Kristianson, of 
a Norwegian barque, and the first 
mate, who arrived at Bonaventure 


on Sept. 1st and finished loading on 
Sept. 18. The cruelties came under 
the observation of Stevedore Galla- 
gher and his men. One morning 
they found the boy tied to a ring 
bolt on the dock. Both his hands 
and feet were tied and he could 
scarcely move. He was kept in this 
position for a day, it is alleged, and 
the only food handed him consisted 
of burned crusts and water. He told 
the steward that the men had thump- 
ed his head against the deck and it 
had driven him mad.

Financial Situation in Capital 
City Relieved 


Edmonton has practically completed 
the sale of a block of debentures am- 
ounting to $679,873.33 1-3 at 93, bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 51¢ per cent, 
ora little better. Thesale was put 
througli by the Imperial Bank of Can- 
ada throngh the Bank of Montreal in 
London, England, the purchasers, it i 
undetaood, being some capitalists 
residing-in Edinburgh. 

Atcarding to the terms of the eale the 
city will have to pay interest on approx- 
imately $731,045. The debentures are 
to run for a term of years, some 8 years, 
some 10 years, some 20 and some 30, 
according to the purpose for which they 
are issued. 

At the special meeting of the tity 
council last night the followiug motion 
was moved by Alderman Manuel and 
seconded by Aldermon Mason, at the 
sugrestions of the commissioners: 

“That the transaction negotiated by 
the Imperial Bunk for the sale to the 
Bank of Montreal in London, England, 
of the debentures of the City of Edmon- 
ton, 5 per cent unstamped sterling cur- 
-rency to the amount of £139,700 at 
the rate of 93 net to the city in Toronto, 
and accrued interest to date of delivery 
subject to the approval of the banks’ 
solicitor as to the validity and legality 
and bonds being domiciled in the Bank 
of Montreal, London, England, and 
made payable there, and subject to the 
legislative authorization being obtained 
at the earliest possible date for the pay 
ment of interest thereon half yearly is 
hereby approved and confirmed.”
